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I.  Introduction 

So  much  interest  vjas  shown  in  the  first  version  of  this  bibliography 
that  the  author  has  expanded  it  by  over  some  thirty-five  additional  entries. 
It  is  fairly  comprehensive  as  it  presently  stands,  and  includes  items  on  the 
history  of  the  optimum  city-size  question  as  well  as  research  efforts 
attempting  to  validate  the  concept  from  the  municipal  efficiency  viewpoint. 

Should  users  of  the  bibliography  wish  to  acquire  items  appearing  in  it, 
and  they  prove  unobtainable  otherwise,  the  author  would  be  very  willing  to 
make  loans  of  his  personal  copies.
